the discipline and efficlency of the army
Certain physiclans and clergymeh who had
Interonted themmselves In theae charitel ey un.
darinkingn prresived how much good could
bo accomplished by n more extensive and
thorough organization and formed tha Unlted
Hintew Sanitary Commissich Thelr Inten-
tan was to ald by thelr professional advice,
but woou, the feld opening out before them
thelr oparntions wera greatly enlurged.

The Banltary Commisslon was affijlated
with the Government Medical
had hospltal tranaports, wagons, pmbulanses,
LS Ingentous men deviked for 1t Inventions
6f better littern, better ntretehers and bettoep
smbulances, It secured comfortnble teann-
purtntion for the wounded soldlers from the
bnttiefohd

The commisslon {nspectsd
coniditions of the campe; It had bLranches in
all thoe largs towns calle 18 vupplies, whith
wers svnt to the main depot; It luoked pfiop
pear and needy soldiers, affording tham fooe
and sbeltar until they could help them-
relven.  There were rogular feeding staticns
extabliaked.  This Is all too brief wi se-
count of what thin Banitary Commission
had done durlng the Civil War to rellaie
suffering.
